- instructed to make preparations for such a 'government. ' However, 
the elimination of the Control Council as the possessor- of German 
.sovereignty has_ left the People » s ■ Congress -(Volkskongress) as the 
only body capable of laying claim to the sovereign status of Germany 
as a whole,, This claim is made, and is to be justified by means of 
the People's Initiative (Voiksbegehren)-', As a result of the refer- 
endum, to be held in the Eastern Zone, an all-Goman government will 
be' created, which will have, vis-A-vis the western zones, .the char- 
acter of a government in'eseile. This government will be 'recognized' 
by the . eastern world and will have diplomatic representation abroad. 


To begin with, the People » s Congress will be organized in every 
community and every factory. Together with the People's Counci 
(Volksrat), which will guide and control the decisions of the 
Volkskongress, they will, constitute a Movement (Bewegung} like 
the. one which is the driving force in the Soviet Union,’ This, 
.source remarks , is the second member of the trinity "People- Move- 
ment- State" which represents the legal structure of the state. 
The government which is to be founded'-will. supersede the Rconomi 
Commission, which at present is the executive organ of adminis- 
tration.

Source believes that all the present political parties , includ- 
ing the SED, will become superfluous and may be abolished* They 
have now performed their principal function, namely the liquid- 
a^ion of National Socialism, and their duties will now be taken 
over more and more by the People’s Congresses* As in the Soviet 
Union , political debates will give way to concrete local dis- 
cussions of social and economic problems. 

The dissolution of the Control Council will lead to the elimin- 
ation of the allied Komendatura in Berlin as well. '-The Berlin 
city administration will continue to have a shadow existence, 
but real control will be exercised by the separate borough 
governments. .Meanwhile the Soviet Union will press for the 
removal of the American "bridgehead" in Berlin, by stopping 
shipments into the city. The success of this campaign depends 
upon the adequacy of supplies brought in by air; these can 
n uY e Y suffice for the German population in the western sectors, 
which will be forced by hunger to revolt and to agitate for 
absorption into the Soviet sector. 

The future German government will have its seat in Berlin. The 
"exile" representative for the West will be V.a x Reimann (KPD) .
